1828 South Bay 
Unemployment 
Claims Filed

Only 1828 unemployment In­ 
surance claimants were regis­ 
tered at the Torrance USES of­ 
fice as of yesterday, and they 
come from throughout the 
South Bay area, according to 
reports from the office.

However, 673 jobs remain un­ 
filled, thus cutting the actual 
unemployed load from Torrance, 
Lomlta, Lawndale, Gardena, 
Redondo Beach and Hermosa 
Beach to '1205.

The Torrance office services 
all residents west of Avalon 
Blvd. and from 101 highway to 
the Manhattan Beach city line.

Heavy industry In Torrance 
accounts for 467 of the jobs 
open, and 50 percent of the ap­ 
plicants for work come from 
the beach cities, it was said.

The unemployed load has in­ 
creased materially during the 
past week, however, the total 
for last week being 583 flUJms.

No Part of 
National 
For Sale

National Supply Co. has cut 
its force only 118 since Japan 
capitulated Aug.- 14; and -still 
needs good mechanics to carry 
on its oil well supply manu­ 
facturing business, J. S. Mor­ 
gan, assistant works manager, 
said yesterday as he denied re­ 
ports that any part of National's 
big $10,000,000 plant Is for sale 
by the Defense Plant Corpora­ 
tion.

He said that the DPC had 
issued a report that the plant 
was for sale in error and that 
it was presumed to mean the 
Flaneur 308 division was the 
unit assertedly placed on the 
surplus property list.

"Plancor 308 still Is in opera­ 
tion," Morgan said, "and It 
cannot be sold until all con­ 
tracts are terminated and the 
building Is of no longer use. 
This unit was sponsored by the 
Navy department and Is doing 
Navy work for Navy aircraft. 
We have had a cutback in these 
contracts and partial termina­ 
tion, but the contracts are not 
wholly terminated and we are 
using the plant to complete the 
requirements of the contract.

"The Plancor 308 unit still 
may be offered for sale," he 
continued, "but as far as we 
know It has not yet been de­ 
clared surplus." The balance 
of the company's property la 
owned by National.

500,000 Diamond Cutting Tools 
Made From W. A. Felker's Patent

More than 500,000 diamond 
cutting tools were manufactur­ 
ed for the government during 
the war under the invention and 
patent of W. A. "Dick" Felker, 
of R-X Laboratory, It was re­ 
vealed this week as Felker pre­ 
pared to swing his factory into 
a big peacetime manufacturing 

;ram.
icluded In the peacetime 

program is a revolutionary tool 
[or oil drilling which cannot yet 
ae announced, Felker said, but 
its plans at present Include 
manufacturing of everything In 
:he diamond tool way from 

dental drills to a diamond nail 
'lie which he developed and 
which will sell for as low as $5.

Felker this week presented a 
check for $50 to Miss Mary H. 
Scallen, of 2204 Torrance blvd., 
for an Idea which simplified 
he application of diamonds to 
:hu cutting tools made under 
:he war time contract. The tools 
are used to cut quartz crystals 
'or radio use, without waste. 
The device, developed by Miss 

Scallen, Is a rotating device 
which sets diamonds in cement 
on the disc tools. Formerly, It 
was necessary to set them with 
use of the fingers.

The most unique of Felker's
ew Inventions Is the diamond

nail file. Every woman will
int one. It is made of spring 

steel, coated with tiny dia­

monds, almost as small as dust, 
and then coated with chrome or 
silver. It will last forever and 
then some, Felker said.

Technicians of the U. S. C. 
College of Dentistry 'have been 
working with Felker In develop­ 
ing new types of diamond den­ 
tal drills, and it Is expected that 
this research and Felker's sug­ 
gestions may result In reducing 
the number of drills from some 
50 different types to about 15.

While being interviewed by 
the Torrance Herald, the ques­ 
tion naturally was asked: 
Where docs the "R-X" fit into 
a laboratory such as Felker's. 
"Well," Felker said promptly, "I 
used to be a druggist, and 
I thought that R-X, which 
stands for prescriptions, was a 
good name for my laboratory, 
and so you have It."

Another question: Where do 
they get that "Dick" Felker, 
when your name Is "Walton A." 
and the "A"' does not stand for 
 Richard?" Reply: "Oh, 1 they've 
:alled me "Dick" for years and 
I guess they always will."

The City of Torrance will seek a waiver from the Weston 
Ranch interests dlsclommg any Interest In the future of 
Torrance's airport known to the War department as Lomlta 
flight strip, and Is considering means of protecting its pri­ 
ority to the 470 acre Improved port. ^^

special meeting of the City 
Council on Monday night.

"If the city wants to -work 
a deal to secure this airport 
'or Torrance, we can swing it 
without need of money," Mayor 
Tolson told his colleagues. He 
ndicated that the city could 

acquire the airport from the 
iovcrnment and then lease it 
o any number of operators 

who are "bothering me two or 
hree times a day about the 

deal." Standard Oil Co. is tre­ 
mendously interested in operat- 
ng the field for the city, it 

was said. They would finance 
he transaction, including pay- 
ng off the government, under 
he terms of any lease, the 
nayor Indicated. 

The government recently paid 
he Weston interests $380,000 
or the property, and while both 
Hr. and Mrs. Ben Weston have 

declared they have no further

interest in the project, the city 
wants to have this assurance 
in writing that it may protect 
its rights.

Doak Aircraft Co. officials 
told a Herald News representa­ 
tive yesterday that their com­ 
pany was strongly in favor of 
municipal acquisition and opera­ 
tion of the airport. The Navy 
is reported to have its eyes on 
the field, and this would pixh. 
elude any hope of municipal or 
private operation of the field 
Mayor Tolson said.

The airport Is one of the 
finest in Southern California, 
md the only one In this part 

of Los Angeles county open to 
private flying.

Private Flying Excluded
